Tsingtau, Kiao Chao' Leased Territory, 
China, Aug. 22.—In th^ autumn of 1897 


IAVO German missionaries were murdered 
in t1ie province of Shantung, China. The 
German government at once dispatched 
battleships to the Bay of Kiao Chao, on 
tlie coast of Shantung, 
and 
landed 
troops there. Early the next year China 
Avas forced to conclude a treaty Avith 
GermanA^, leasing Kiao Chao bay and a 
Bi>rrounding zone of 
fifty 
kilometers 
(thirty miies) to Germany for a period 
of ninety-nine years. In the same treaty 
Germany also acquired extensive rail- 
A\aA' and mining- rights in the province 
of Shantung. 


Harbor and Railroad Built. 


In the space of sixteen years the Ger- 
mans haA'e deA'eloped the territory thu& 
acquired, into a most prosperous and en- 
terprising colony. On the shores of Kiao 
Chao bay they have built a beautiful 
city called Tsingtau. 
They have jdeep- 
cned the harbor and protected it Avith 
breakwaters, so that it is noAV one of 
the largest and safest harbors in the 
tav east. 
They have constructed and 
are operating a railroad from Tsingtau 
to Tsinanfu. the capital of Shantung. 
Ey means of this railroad they have been 
able to tap 
resources o.f one of China's 
richest provinces. 
They have also con- 
structed for the Chinese government the 
northern section of the Tientsin-PukoAV 
r&ilway, Avhieh traA'eraes Shantung prov- 
ince 
from north to south 
and passes 
through Tsinanfu, A v h e r e it acts as a 
feeder to the German railroad. 


Tsingtau 
is a 
thoroughly

city. 
The houses are all built in Ger- 
man style. 
The streets are broad, Avell 
paved and clean. 
The dra;inage and the 
sewerage systems arc 
perfect.

KOKOMO STILL BUYS BEER. 


Police Say 357 Barrels Were Received 
There in Last Thirty Days. 


Kokomo, Ind.,'Aug. 22.—Thp Kokomo 
police department has been investigat- 
ing shipments, of beer into Kokomo. 
A 
report has been filed^Avhich states that 
357 barrels of beer Avero delivered to 
consumers here in thq last thirty days. 
The facts as to shipments were obtain« 
ed by investigating the freight bills of 
the railroads and traction lines.^ 


Chief Kelly says the investigation was 
made for the purpose of shoAving the 
people how much AVork the liquor shio- 
ments give 'the department. 
He says 
that about three-fourths of the beer is 
shipped in lawfully. It is the one-fourth 
that comes in unlawfully that makes 
the trouble, as it is the stuff that the 
"blind tigers" handle. 


It is said that shipments of beer are 
received regularly by certain men who 
always vote "dry" in-iUe local option 
elections. 
Some uneasiness has been 
caused by an intimation that thç police 
department intends to publish the names 
of all persons to whom shipments of 
beer have been made within the last 
thirty days.

French Writer Says Citizena 
Welcomed Troops of 
France, 


London, Aug. 22.—4 a. m.—An Ex- 
change

from Paris, gives further details of the 
battles of Muelhausen and Altkirch. 


"As the enemy's retreat had not been 
cut off they made 'good their escape,' ' 
says the dispatch, "hiding in the for- 
est over a space eighteen miles in ex- 
tent. French troops entered Muelhausen 
as night Avas falling, to the acclamations 
of the people, 
AVIIO royally feted our 
soldiers. 
Muehlhausen was difficult ta 
defentl against a force coming from the 
north or oast and Avas relatively easy 
to retake. 


"The Germans attacked our positions 
that same night, coming from -the for- 
est on the right and Neu Breisach on 
the left, Avhile other troops marched in 
the direction of Ceniay to cut off our 
retreat from there. 
Cernay is in th« 
Thür river southeast of Thann. 
By 
staying in Muelhausen Avith a compara- 
tively weak force, AA^e risked losing oui 
line of retreat to the heights of Vosges, 
Therefore it Avas thought possible to at- 
tack the enemy marching toAvard Cer- 
nay and utilize our reserves Avhen a 
rally Avas necessary. 
Our left Avas be- 
ing attacked toAvard Ceimay by a su- 
perior-force. 
Our center Avas engaged 
at Muelhausen and our right Avac forced 
to remain inactive. 
The battle Avas go-, 
ing against us. 
Therefore, retreat Avaa 
the only solution, as the enemy Avas 
not prtpared to give up the heights of 
Alsace Avithout 
a 
struggle, and had 
brought up a large force for its defeuc. 


"Our object Avas to take up a new 
base in the shelter of Belfort. The en- 
emy sufferecf severely from our artillery, 
Their hoAvitzer battery caused us much 
trouble. 
Accordingly Gen. Pau determ- 
ined to .give battle 
Avhilc 
the enemy: 
seemed inclined, rather than to continue 
the skirmishing. 


"The battle front Avas less extended 
than on the previous Aveek. The German 
line of retreat lay by the canal leading 
to- the Rhine. 
When the attack com- 
menced Thann and Dannemarie were the 
objective points. 
The fight Avas sharp 
and decisive 
and the 
Germans Avere 
driven oiit. They set fir^e to the greater 
part of the town before leaving. 


"Gen. Pau next gaA'e an order to at- 
tack in the direcltion of 
Mue;lhausen. 
At the same time our left began an at- 
tack in the direction of Neu Bresiach 
and Colmar and our right began its 
march on Alt.kirch. 
Our left and right 
also menaced the line of the German re- 
treat before Muolhausen. 
Fouiv Gerniaii 
batteries Avere abandoned and our men, 
limbering up their guns, captured tAven- 
ty-four of the enemy's guns. 


"The struggle continued desperately, 
but already tho enemy had fmmd, our 
troops steadily gaining ground and ap- 
parently fearing that the bridges o\'er 
the Rhino Avould be destroyed, retired 
in great disorder and vigorously pur- 
sued by our men. 
We now hold the 
sides and the niain valleys of the Vos-- 
ges and are in the best positions to fol- 
loAv up our. success in tjie direction of 
Colmar."

Tsingtau, Kiao Chao Leased Territory. 
China, Aug. 22.—In thd autumn of 18!>7 
two Cerman mi.ssionaries were murdered 
in t1ie province of Shantung, China. The 
Cernuin government at once dispatched 
battleships to the Bay of Kiao Chao, on 
ll.e 
coast of Shantung, 
and 
landed 
troops there. 
Farly the next year China 
was forced to conclude a treaty with 
(iermany. leasing Kiao Chao bay and a 
surrounding 
zone 
of 
fifty 
kilometers 
(thirty miles) to Germany for a period 
of ninety-nine years. In the same treaty 
Germany 
also acquired extensive 
rail- 
A\ay and mining rights in the province 
of Shantung. 


Harbor and Railroad Built, 
in the space of sixteen years the Ger- 
mans have developed the territory thu.^ 
acfjuired into a most prosperous and en- 
teri>rising colon.y. On the shores of Kiae 
Chao bay they have built a beautiful 
city ciiiled Tsingtau. 
They have .dc^p- 
cni'd the harbor and protected it with 
breakwaters, so that it is now one of 
the largest and safes- harbors in 
the 
tR-' east. 
They have constructed 
and 
are operating a railroad from Tsingtau 
to Tsinanfu." the capital of 
Shantung. 
Ev means of this railroad they have, been 
able to ta)) 
resources o.f one of China's 
richest provinces. 
They have also con- 
structed for the Chinese government the 
northern section of the Ticntsin-Pnkow 
r&ilway. whirh traverses Shantung prov- 
ince 
from north to south 
and passes 
through Tsinanfu. where it acts as a 
feeder to the German railroad. 


Tsingtau 
is 
a 
thoroughly 
Gorman 
city. 
The houses are all built in (U'r- 
man style. 
Tlie streets are broad, well 
paved and clean. 
The drainage and the 
sewerage 
systcjus are 
perfect. 
The 
stone wharves are built 
to 
last 
till 
doomsday. 
The local government sees 
to it that everytliing is done properly 
ri;d in an orderly manner. 
No houses 
I'lay bo erected before the plans have 
been submitted to the government for 
in^peetion.

The government of Tsingtau is vested 
in a governor appointed by the emperor 
iind in a council composed of seven of- 
ficials appointed by the German govern-

The population in the German hold- 
ings is estimated at about 70,000. 
The 
i;ade at the port amounts to over $40.- 
(>0C,000 a year, about equally divided 
between imports and exports. 
The area 
of (íerman control includes an ocfiaji zona 
extending thirty-two miles into thc Yel- 
líAv sea. 


When 
Captain Meyer Waldeok 
was 
sent as the first goveraor of this colony, 
Ills policy was not limited to creating 
a naval base for the German ñeet in the 
far east. 
He wanted to impregnate t; < 
oriental with western ideas. 
Chinese 
leaders who journeyed to Tsingtau were 
shown a model city and given an iriiight 
into modern municipal efficiency. 


Conservation was 
made the watch- 
word. Millions of trees have been plant- 
ed in the sixteen years of German rule 
iruthe Kiao, Chao leased territory. Hxi'n- 
dreds of thousands more were given to 
the Chinese .in the Shantung province. 
They were taught to reforest their hills. 


It was a difficult work. 
At first sol- 
diers stood guard over the young trees 
to prevent the Chinese 
from 
pulling 
them up for fireAvood. Then came a 
jest of caterpillars, which destroyed the 
trees. 
Wheji these dead 
shoots 
were 
given to the natives for firewood, they 
immediately 
imported 
caterpillars 
to 
kill those which had escaped. 


Captain Waldeck ove^'came these ob- 
stacles: 
At the end of sixteen years, 
v/hen Japan demands their withdrawal, 
thc Germans have created a center of 
civilization planned on broad lines of 
development, calculated to care for the 
future,

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KOKOMO STILL BUYS BEER. 


Police Say 357 Barrels Were Received 
There in Last Thirty Days. 


Kokomo, Ind., Aug. 22.—Thy Kokomo 
police department has been investigat- 
ing shipments of beer into Kokomo. 
A 
report has been filed which states that 
:î57 barrels of beer were delivered to 
consumers here in the last thirty days. 
The facts as to shipments were obtain^ 
ed by investigating the freight bills of 
the railroads and traction lines. 


Chief Kelly says the investigation was 
made for the purpose of showing the 
people how much work the liquor ship- 
ments give the department. 
He aays 
that about three-fourths of the beer is 
shipped in lawfidly. It is the one-fourth 
that comes in unlawfully that makes 
the trouble, as it is the stuff that the 
"blind tigers" handle. 


It is said that shipments of beer are 
received regularly by certain men who 
always vote "dry" in »lie local option 
elections. 
Some uneasiness 
has been 
caused by an intimation that the police 
department intends to publish the names 
of all persons to whom ehipments of 
beer have been made within the last 
thirty days. 
,

Kokomo will have another local option 
election next March, and it is believed 
that the campaign of the saloon inter- 
ests is already on. 


French Writer Says Citizens 
Welcomed Troops of 
France. 


London, Aug. 22.—4 a. m.—An 
Ex- 
change 
Telegraph 
company 
dispateli 
from Paris, gives further details of the 
battles of Muelhauscn and Altkirch. 


"As the enemy's retreat had not been 
cut off tlie.y made 'good their escape," ' 
says the dispatch, "hiding in the for- 
est over a space eighteen miles iu ex- 
tent. 
French troops entered Muelhausea 
as night was falling, to the acclamations 
of the people, who ro^'-ally feted our 
soldiers. 
.Muchihausen Avas difficult to 
defend against a force coming from the 
north or east and was relatively easy 
to retake. 


•"The Germans attacked our positions 
that same night, coming from the for- 
est on thc right and Neu Breisach un 
the left, while other troops marched in 
the direction of Cerna.y to cut off our 
retreat from there. 
Cerna.y is in th« 
Thür river southeast of Thann. 
B;y 
staying in Muelhausen with a compara- 
tively weak force, we risked losing oui 
line of retreat to the heights of Vosgesi 
Therefore it was thought possible to at- 
tack the enem.v marching toward Cer- 
nay and 
utili/.e our reserves when a 
rally was necessarv. 
Our left was be- 
ing attacked toward Cernay by a su- 
perior-force. 
Our center was engaged 
at Muelhausen and our right wao forced 
to remain inactive. 
The battle was go- 
ing against us. 
Therefore, retreat was 
the onl.y solution, as the f^nerny was 
not prepared to give up the heights of 
Alsace without 
a 
struggle, 
and had 
brought up a large force for its defenc'-*. 


"Our object was to take up a new 
base in the shelter of Belfort. 
The en- 
emy suffered sevcrel.y from our artillery, 
Their howitzer battery caused us mucli 
trouble. 
Accordingly Gen. Pau determ- 
ined to give battle 
wliiie 
the enem.y 
seemed inclined, rather than to continuo 
the skirmishing. 


"The battle front was less extended 
than on the previous week. The German 
line of retreat la.y by the canal leading 
to the Rhine. 
AVhen tiie attack com- 
menced Tliann and Uannemarie %vere the 
objective points. 
The fight was sharp 
and decisive 
aiid the 
Germans 
were 
driven out. 
They set fire to the greater 
part of the town before leaving. 


"Gen. Pan next gave an order to at- 
tack 
in the 
direction 
of 
Muelhausen. 
At the same time our left began an at- 
tack in the direction of Neu Bresiach 
and Colmar and 
our right began its 
nnircli on Altkirch. 
Our left and right 
also menaced the line of the German re- 
treat before MudhauseJi. 
Four German 
batterii.'s were abandoned and our men, 
limbering up their guns, captured twen- 
ty-four of the enemy's guns. 


"The struggle continued 
desperately, 
but already the enem.y had fotmd onr 
troops steadil.y gaining ground and ap- 
parentl3^ fearing that the bridges over 
the Khine would be destro.yed, retired 
in gr(iat disorder and vigorously 
ptir- 
sued b.y our men. 
We now hold the 
sides ami the main valle.y3 of the Vos- 
ges and are in the best positions to fol- 
low up our success in the direction of 
Colmar."

The German army in Belgium, known 
as the army of the Meuse, is merely 
gathering momentum for an overwhelm- 
ing burst across the French border in 
the direction of Paris. 
It ^vill be no- 
ticed, 
that 
despite

announcements 
of defeats, this German army. 300,000 
or, perhaps, 400,000 strong, is gradually 
nearing the Belgian border of Franca. 


In the meantime, as already reported 
by French aeroplanists, the bulk of the 
German army is in the duchy of Lvix- 
emburg, j^^fhaps 500,000 all told 
(see 
map.) 
One of these days that 
army, 
known as the army of the Moselle, will 
b\iret overwhelmingly, irrisistiblc as a 
tidal wave, across into French territory, 
moving in a straight line for Paris.

(From the September Baseball Magazine.) 


Gan-y Herrmann says in the September 
Baseball Magazine: 


"They accuse us of buying and selling 
men a t the auction block! 
They say that 
we have made organized baseball into 
condition of slavery, and regard a 
man 
only by what he can be sold for—that we 
have ceased to view baseball as a sport, 
and look on it as a hopper, grinding ball 
players into mere articles of merchandise. 
They have painted the men behind 
or- 
ganized baseball in deep black colors and 
the time has come when, for the sake of 
the game, and in the interest of fair play 
and true sport, the real facts should be 
made known. 


"It was In.1911 that my relations with 
Majsans began. I want to say at the out- 
set that he is a good ball player, a very 
good 
ball player, 
in fact. 
Indeed, 
my 
statement of the steady increases in sal- 
ary we have given him is alone sufficient 
to show the high value we attach to him. 
The situation which has now 
developed 
does not reflect in any way on Mr. Mar- 
sans' ability. 
And now to continue my 
story: 


"We 
bought Marsans 
from 
the 
New 
Britain club and paid $6,000 for his re- 
lease, which included 
also the 
services 
of Player Almeida^ another Cuban. Mar- 
sans was receiving $150 a month 
from 
New Britain. 
We started him in June of 
1911 at $350 a month, and Increased this 
the next year to $400, and last 
season 
to $3,400 for the season of six months, or 
nearly $600 a month. 
Last winter 
we 
sent to him in Cuba an offer of $3,800. He 
wrote back and asked $4,400 per. season 
for a period of two seasons. 
I have the 
letter now with his own signature, 
set- 
ting forth his terms, and agreeing to play 
two years for this figure. In other words, 
we met his proposition without any argu- 
ment, feeling that we were giving him a 
fair deal, and one which entitled us to 
fair treatment in return. 
You must bear 
in mind tiiat 
a 
baseball contnvct is 
a 
business proposition, representing one of 
the 
principal 
assets 
of 
a 
club. 
It 
is 
absolutely essential to have such a con- 
tract clear and definite, and when, as in 
the case of Marsans, it was drawn ac- 
cording to his own suggestion, we felt 
justified in regarding it a s 
final. 


"This was the situation when a bomb- 
shell was exploded in the announcement 
that Marsons was negotiating with 
the 
Federal league. 
We at once took up the 
matter witli him, and I asked him point- 
blank 
what 
he 
considered 
his 
services 
worth. 
He answered $7,000 a year, and-1 
rejoined that it was utterly impossible for 
us to get together. 
That is the figure he 
was ojiered by the Federal league, with 
a $7,000 advance. 
Marsans jumped to .St. 
Louis and we took the course which any 
other business 
man with 
liis property 
jeopardized, would have taken under the 
same 
circumstances. 
W e 
brought 
the 
matter into the courts, on the contention 
that Mr. Marsans was clearly 
violating 
his conti-act, assured that our contention 
was entirely legal. 
As a matter of fact 
the courts upheld our claims, and decided 
absolutely In our favor. 
The matter was 
appealed to a higher tribunal in wliose 
hands the issue rests at this date. 
I am 
convinced that we will be again upheld 
and that the case will be dccided a sec- 
ond time against 
Marsans. 


"The case is very definitely expressed 
in clauses 7 and 8 of the accepted con- 
tract of 
every 
player of the 
National 
league. 
Let me give you clause 8, ver- 
batim, a s further illustrating my point: 


" 'The player agrees to perform for the 
club, and for no other party during the 
period of this contract (unless with 
the 
written consent of the club) sucii duties 
pertaining to the exhibition of the game 
of baseball as may he required of him 
by said club, a t such reasonable 
times 
and places as said club m a y designate.' 


"During the season of 1§13 more than 
$500,000 was spent by the National and 
American leagues in the purchase and 
drafting of players. 
This money was dis- 
tributed through forty minor leagues. 
In 
the case 
of teams of the 
two 
higher 
classes of the mioors, only one player can 
be drafted by the larger 
organizations 
each season. 
This insures that the half 
million dollars expended last season was 
very evenly distributed over the country. 
It is said that even if this is so the money 
goes not to the player, who has been de- 
veloped, blit to -the club owner, who sells 
him as he would a chattel slave. 
How 
many of the players stop to consider that, 
if this system were not in practice there 
would be no opportunity for development, 
no ay stem of adveuicement, in short, no 
organized baseball at all? 
It is a proven 
fact that practically none of the smaller 
ball clubs are able to make expenses from 
gate receipts. 
They are supported in the 
main by donations from the business men 
of their communities who are interested 
either in the game or who feel it is a 
business aid to promote civic loyalty m 
the town. 
The only chance of a profit 
for the small club is in the development 
and sale of an untried player. 
The clUb, 
it must be understood, agrees to pay the 
player his salary and expenses regardless 
of whether it wins or loses during the 
season. 
If there is a loss it does not 
come out of the pookets of the player, 
not a dollar of it. 
And in nine cases out 
of ten, the apprenticeship of the minor 
league 
player 
amounts to 
a 
virtual 
schooling, given to him not only free of 
chai-ge, but for which he Is paid a good 
881I2LFV 


"I ain well satisfied to leave the whole 
matter to the American public's sense of 
fair play. 
I have presented the situation 
as frankly as I know how, and I am con- 
tent to leave the answer to any j i ^ , de- 
ciding the situation on its merits."

h e sixty Fort Wayne people who 
made up the John ROBS Ye.low- 
stone park tour, and returned 
here Tuesday night after a two wotks' 
outing, tell stories and show photo-' 
graphs that prove that they got just 
ftbout as "close to nature" as it was 
comfortable to get. 
Feeding the bears 
that slipped out of the woods behind 
the camps, climbing to the rough tops 
of bare stony peaks, descending narrow 
brails to the bottom of deep canyons, 
listening at night to the howling of 
bands of timber wolves, singing aboufi 
blazing 
campfires, 
the 
Fort 
Wayne 
crowd spent as interesting a seven days 
in- the national park as ever was en- 
Joyed by any party. 


The tourists left Chicago, on a Tues- 
day 
evening, and traveled on 
special 
' ecipipment furnished by 
the 
Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad, which 
tonducted the tourists to the park, wait- 
ed, for their return to the entrance, and 


• then brought them home. 
. The train out of Chicago consisted of 
./three ; elegant sleepers and a combina- 
.tion cjub and bagga,ge car. It was just 
dark as it passed through Elgin, run- 
ning as, a sejcond section of the famous 
Soiithwest Limited. In the early morn- 
ing it crossed the Mississippi, and at 
breakfast time was pulling into the< 
outskirts of Kansas City. 


Here there was little time for slght- 
leeing and only a few of the tourists 
left the train, but long before noon the 
Milwaukee cars .were transferred to the 
Burlington and Avent on toward IJen- 
yei.

I t was 8 o'clock in the morning when 
ihey. arrived in Denver, and in half an 
lom- three sight-seeing automobiles/were, 
conducting the -tourists - about the city."

They arrived there at 4 o'olook, and 
, lour big Packard machines, built for the

I Wayne party to Ci-ystal park, a beautl- 
iul region in the heart of the moun- 
tains, overlooking the entire surromid- 
ing ooimtry. 


The trip is made by a winding road 
tliat leads from one level to the other, 
until it sweeps around the edge of a 
lociky ledge, several thousand feet in 
tbi; air, and ends at a little shelter 
l ouse almost under the highest over- 
Langing rocks. 


Climb to 


ISot content with the height a t t a i n ^ 
by the automobile, the local party,"or 
al.'out half of it. decided to climb to the 
top of a heap of rooks that marked the 
highest point on the peak. 
It wa| a 
liard and tiresome job, but all the mem- 
bers who attempted it were able to/ 
roach the top. 
William Breuer, who 
learned to climb in the German Alps, 
was one of the spryest of the climbers, 
and beat many of the younger adven- 
turers to the top of th«5 heap. 


The altitude at this point is about 
0,200 feet and was one of the highest 
attained at any time during the trip. ' 
From the rocks tlie Hoosiere looked out 
over a sweep of country that melted 
into a soft horizon 120 miles away. 


At the foot of the rait^e lay Maniteu, 
\vith its great hotels looking like toy 
houses, and its curio shops mere color 
spots on the earth- A little to the ieit 
the red gates of the Garden of the Gods 
looked diminutive from the height, apd 
the sun just touched the tops of the 
Cathedral spires.

A heavy fall of rain began at 
8 o'clock and lasted for an hour, a thing 
that occurs so rarely on the desert that 
railroadeEg who have crossed it for a 
score of years say they have seen ram 
there but two or three times.

Lake Citj'", and H. H. Have, of the 
Vvyhe compauy, had a tram waiting to 
take the crowd to Salt Air beach, twenty 
miles away.

After leaving thè bank of the Fire- 
hole river, with its many rapids and 
tumbling waterfalls, the road broke into 
the geyser formation in the lower geyser 
laeih. Little of great interest was-seen 
here, as the geysers aU are small and 
there are very few of them. 
However, 
it was the first sight many of the mem- 
bers of the party had of geysers, and 
several stops were made. 


After a short drive through a pine 
wood, the middle geyser basin, with its 
famous pools 
and hot 
springs, 
was 
leached. Here many of the members of 
the party dismounted, and ' at 
inany 
points between it and the Geyser Wylie 
camp the carriages unload ed to allow the 
pnsBengers to get an intimate and more 
personal acquaintance with' the spouters. 


"Hell's Half Acre" is not a bpautifiil 
name for a place, but it's mighty de- 
sWiptive, and not-a member , of the party 
will deny that the title given to thija 
most interesting formation is a 'goo4 
one.

Rinee tbe blowing up ot the Excelsior, 
tbe largest in the Avorld, about tAventy 
years ago. the Giant has been the íirg- 
ebi geyser.

Wliile the party Avas at Emerajd pool, 
several miles back in the Avoods fronj 
the geyser basin, a horseman galloped 
OA'er the hilltop Avaving his arms ar 
hoAvling that the Qiant Avas playing, 
and Avithin tAvo minutes every ceach Avas 
full and the crowd Avas being galloped 
b.ick to see the ''"sight of sights."

The Indiana State Fair. 


1865.—Fort Wayne dreAv to itself en- 
viable attention as the city of enter- 
tainment of the Indiana state fair in 
1865. In response to an invitation from 
ihe Allen County Horticultural society, 
supported by liberal 
financial 
contribu- 
tions from citizens, the state exhibition 
Avas held from October 2 ^o 7 on grounds 
Avhich noAv form a. portion of LaAvton 
park. 


Several large, barn-like buildings Avere 
erected- for the displays and the fair Avas 
opened under favorable conditions. The 
gates registered 
2,100 admissions 
and 
the to-tal receipts 
from- all 
sources 
amounted to $14,000, Avhich figure Avas 
far in excess of the expenditures for 
premiums and all other financial obliga- 
tions. 
. For convenience, a pontoon bridge Avas 
built across the St. IMary's river to con- 
nect the grounds Avitb the 
toAvn.

swampy spot Avithin the 
fair grounds 
AAas converted into a small lake, from 
the center of Avhich spouted a fountain 
fed from the Avaters of the feeder canal.

Not only have these little mcrchanla 
signed away their very lives, but in real- 
ity they have allied themBclvcs so closely 
with the blackmailing group to which 
thoy pay stated sums at regular intervals 
that iu ordei- to lighten their own bur- 
dens they act as informers, or "stools" 
for their tormentors. They keep a closo 
v.atch on the Italian colony of which 
they are a part. They know every new- 
comer who moves into their circle and 
they make it a point to ascertain his 
financial standing.

Thus the shop of the little grocer who 
is forced to pay over a share of hia 
profits becomes the real clearing house 
for tile Black Handers operating in that 
vicinity. Their ears are kept close to the 
ground and every scrap of information 
bearing on the intimate affairs of those 
living near by is picked up and duly re- 
tailed to the leaders of that group. 
Future actions depend upon the useful- 
ness of this little grocer. If he, keeps 
faith with Mano Nera and tells all he 
knpws in time he is permitted to share 
in the ill'gotten gains that the loungers 
in his grocery extort. But at no time is 
his business immune from the Black 
Hand's levy. That share must'bo forth- 
coming, for the moment he defaults he 
is made to pay the penalty of all traitors 
and some business rivai ia installed In 
his place.

a voluminous list-of names, including 
Black Hand agents and collectors and 
their victims, as well as the sums 
demanded from each of the victims. 
Many of the names of victims appear- 
ing on this list are those of highly re- 
spected Italian merchants, who, when 
asked if they still pay their weekly 
tribute, vehemently protest' that they 
have never îîàd any dealings with • the 
Black Hand. If dragged into court they 
would un'blushingly swear'to this effect, 
yet Petrosino knew, as do those who 
are continuing his work ~know, that 
these men are part and pax'cel of the 
great army of the Black Îïand which is 
increasing at an alarming rate. 


Detectives Micelll and Corrao, who 
are still conducting p, relentless crusade 
against Italian criminals in New York 
city, in discussing Black Hand methods 
with me a few days- ago summed- it up 
in this wise:—

ducted a moving picture theatre in Grand 
street and with bis wife and báby occu- 
pied rooms over the 'theatre.

Eioatha Cassese was bombarded with 
letters demanding $1^000. 
To these he 
gave no heed, at first believing he was 
the victim of a practical joker. He ;did 
not become alarmed until he received a 
letter notifying him that ..unless

Cassese was in the hands of the police, 
ipv no boy appeared to greet him.

night as one of Oassese's employes was 
leaving the theatre a man halted him, 
saying, "How about that boss of yours?

The employe seized tihe man, but a blow 
on his head from the butt of a revolver 
stretched him on the sidewalk and his 
assailant fled. The police were acquaint- 
ed with the identity of this man, but ho 
managed to prove an alibi when arreated 
and arraigned.. 


Three mouths after this 
episode- 
many letters coming to Caesese in the 
interim^his business was wiped out by 
a firebraud that nearly cost the lives 
of Cassese and his -wife' and child. 
Cassese fell asleep early that night, hav- 
ing been worn out by the many nights 
of vigil spent at his windb^v with a gun 
resting in hie lap. He had fully de- 
termined to sho^t at any suspicious pep^ 
son he might see approaching the theatre 
after he had clpg^d^jt for the night. 


While standing in the foyer of his 
little theatre early that evening the 
sight of two men whispering together 
led him to believe that an attack was 
to be, made upon him tliftt night. Wliea 
h'e closed the theatre he took the iiight'& 
receipts 0f $125 to his wife on the'ttird 
.floor and told h^r he had bualaesid down- 
town -v^ich mi^^ht detain him several 
hours. He li^bd iier to quiet the baby 
and get t<iri^ep^^^^ 
could; 


Cassese then aeseended to the - lieatre 
and with a shotgun resting in his lap 
took up his vigil in a seat near the 
'Grandvstre^t entranc«. 
vj For two hours > he was awake and 


son, and upon discovering their mista li- 
the boy was released.

notified Cassese that such an error conhl 
not occur a second time.

these the theatre owner was fired at sev- 
eral times by agents of the Black Hand,

- It would have been 
an easy matter to kill him outright,- but 
the Black Haadçrs w&pted the money, 
and this they intended to çet, in ho mat- 
ter what fashion. 


In all the communications addressed 
to Cassese he was warned against com- 
municating with the police. "Ifvyou do 
the life of your child will be the forfeit," 
was the concluding sentence of each of 
these highly ornate epistles, for not onjy 
was the smudgy imprint of thé Blaok 
Hand prominently displayed on the sta- 
tionery, hut the skull and crossbones ap- 
peared as well. 


Immediatelys^after the kidnapping inci- 
dent Cassese was told to wrap $1,000 in 
bills of small denominatioia in a. news- 
paper and go to Canal street^ and the 
Bowery, where a twelve-year-old boy 
.would greet him with a pleasànt"good 
morning." 
tie was then to hànâ the 
boy the package of money and disappear 
as speedily as possible. 
If he failed to 
comply with this demand he would soon 
be shçt to dea'th, added the writer, and 
the^ife and baby as well would be killed. 


On : the advice of Detective Miceili, 
Gassese wrapped some money in a newjï'- 
paper and started for the trysting place. 
Miceili and other detectives, disguised as 
pushcart méh, were.-near by-scrutinizing 
Cassese /;ând-all ' ^ o ,loitered- ^©ar or

o'clock a policeman passing saw flamei 
flaring from tne rear of the theatre. Af 
he rapped on the door Cassese wax 
aroused in time to see the whole of the 
stage afire. A bomb had been, tossed in 
a rear window. Evidently it was de- 
factive, for instead of exploding it sput- 
tered fire, which ignited the inflammable 
material about the rear of the theatre, 
and before the firernén could arrive the 
whole structure was a furnace. 


Cassese's first thought was for hia 
wife and baby. He was nearly frantic 
when he found all approach to the uppei 
floors had been cut off, as the stairway 
was ablaze and portions of it already had 
fallen in. 
The firemen had seen the 
frantic mother with her baby in her arma 
as she stood at a third floor window, 
This glimpse of the mother they got ai 
they 
came speeding through 
Grand 
street 
Mrs. Cassese then climbed ou( 
to the fire escape and those below im- 
plored her to descend to the street. Non< 
could understand why she failed to do 
so. Closer examination showed that the 
drop ladder leading from the second to 
the first floor had either been wired fast 
to the landing above, or else bolted so 
that all escape by this means was im- 
possible. The flames were billowing out 
of the second story window, literally 
scorching the face of the tewor stricken 
mother, when the firemen by means of 
scaling ladders reached her and carried 
her and tho child to the street. 


Cassoso had'resisted the Black Hand 
to the bitter end, to find that the threats 
of the blackmailers had been made good. 
He had lost all his possessions. 


One of tho sidelights on the Spinella 
Wackmailing case has to do with a young 
troman tricked by a naeonber of the 
Black Hand band. 
She took the law 
into her own hands and in her own way 
meted out justice to the man who bo 
trayed her. In one of the many letter! 
Spinella received he had been ordered t< 
deliver a package of money at a barber 
shop kept by one Abagniali, in Easf 
Fourteenth street. 
Two detectives, dis- 
guised, were being shaved in the shos 
when the messenger bearing the marked 
bills arrived. 
When the money was 
handed over the detectives leaped from 
their chairs and arrested every one in 
the shop. 


As the detectives were leaving th«' 
premises with their prisoners they saw 
approaching a young man who, they 
learned later, was Giuseppe Orsini, a 
close friend of Abagniali. Petrosino dis- 
covered that Orsini had been paying 
ardent court to Maria Abagniali, a sistoi 
of the barber. Orsini was shadowed foi 
a long timo, but tho detectives were un- 
able to coimect him with tho band of ej-, 
tortioncrs. 


Orsini continued his attentions tp 
Maria and on November 16, 1010, ha 
took her to the City Hall and procured 
a marriage license. That afternoon a 
mock cercmony was performed and Oc-.- 
elni and "his bride" went to live at No. 
356 East Twelfth street. They lived to- 
together for several weeks, when Orsini 
deserted the girl and legally married 
Louisa Vallardi. Maria then returned 
to her old home, at No. 210 First avenue. 


One afternoon Maria lay in wait foi 
Orsini in East Twelfth street, and as he 
arrived at the entrance to No. 314 Maria 
stepped from behind the stoop and fired 
three shots into Orsiui's body. 
She 
dropped her pistol and calmly walked to 
her rooms in Firpt avenue, where she 
prepared and até her supper and .sat 
quietly awaiting the police.^ There the 
detectives found her, and without the 
least hesitation the girl admitted the 
shooting. As it was thought Orsipi was 
dying, the girl was taken to his bed- 
side in the hospital, so that the victiqa 
might identify his assailant. 
. As the girl approached the bedsido 
Orsini cooUy looked at her afld tufflinf 
to the police said:—"Why did yoii bring 
this woipan here? She did not shoot me 
and had BOtOijng to .do with 


Maria was astounded at this and ad* 
dressing the stricken man said;—"Weil 
Giuseppe, If I didn't shoot will you please 
teW ¥ae who did? In any event I hop* 
you die, you dog." 


Orsini bovered between life and death 
for many weeks. Maria was held pend- 
ing his recovery and when placed on 
trial was discharged because Orsini still 
etouUy cLenied t l ^ &he had shot him. 
An all round bad man and consort of 
Black Hand operatives, Orsini on this 
occasion manifested the only spark oí 
chivalry that he bad evev permitted to 
creep into his sordid life. Less man Sk 
year after his recovery he -was arrested,,, - 
while lurking in tlie. doorway of Maria 
Abagniali's home.

These persecuted brethren took 
a kind of enforced vacatioji, but they 
did not leave their religion behind^them 
as they traveled. 
The.v evangelized on 
the highways, in the nooks of the moun- 
tains, by .the Mediterranean beaches,v 
and even in the well-nigh deserted Avil- 
derness, wherein here and there a chance 
traveler was to be seen. 
They were 
leady to preach to a village crowd; while 
an audience of one was not despised. 


Not all of these brethren were what 
we should call preachers, but 
as 
lay 
workers they found abundant 
means, 
wherever they Avent, of letting it be 
known that they were Christians; and, 
after they had tarried in any place, it 
was easier to be good there because of 
their visit. So the men of Syria gained 
a 
truer and completer knowledge of 
what "the way of Jesus" meant be- 
cause of the pious temper and cheery 
Uibors of these persecuted vacationists. 


It is "possible in these modern times to 
perform a similar service for the Lord, 
if, when we are "scattered abroad" on 
Chautauqua pilgi-images. convention pro- 
grams, movuitain ti-ampings, or seashore 
cruises, we carry with us in our hearts 
the love of Jesus, and impart, in hia 
name, to every one w'o meet some spir- 
itual gift. 
There shcild be and there 
may be a gospel for the summer crowds. 
Our religious faith ought to be strong 
enough to bear transportation withoui 
breakage, and our interest in the king- 
dom intense enough to continue twelve 
months in the year, oven including July 
and August. 


It is possible to unite recreation with 
evangelism. 
Then enjoy your vacation 
heartily, by consecrating it to the serv-

> ear there -was a decrease of $3,734,857 
in. the income from the manufacture and 
sale of distilli&d liquors. 
Estimates on 
the June receipts indicate the total de- 
cline in distilled liquor tax for the 
twelve months will probably be $4,250,- 
^ llie gain in receipts from fer- 
000. 
mented liquof; beer, 'ale and the like 
was only about $860,000, so tlie net 
slump in receipts frOm all kinds of 
liquors will be nearly $3,500,000.

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Before the Association 
of 
Military 
Surgeons at Baltimore, Md., Col. .L. M. 
Muus, of the United States army medical 
corps, sai<l that repeateu and most care- 
ful investigation had failed to reveal one 
single benefit residting from the use 
ot alcohol. 


"On the contrary,"' he said, "it lessens 
the ability of resistanctf of army men 
in every line. 
T)ie use of 
alcoholic 
stimulants has no place in the army or 
navy, either as a medicine or as a re- 
galement, and its use should be barred 
by legislative enactment. 
I t has been 
the, cause of counffless unjust courtmar- 
tlal sentences against oilicers and men, 
of harsh official decisions and discrim- 
inations in assignments, 
of 
hopeless 
aspirations and ruined careers. It causes 
sickness, impairs health andusefulness, 
adds greatlj^ to the non-efficiency of of- 
ficers and men, adds additional burden 
and cost to the medical department,^de- 
prives the government of otherwise valu- 
able officers and enlisted men, and forces 
them on the retired or jjension list with 
corresponding increase of govemmental 
expenditures. 


"Practically all the crimes in the army 
can be directly traced to the,use of alco- 
hol- Most of the murders, suicides, rob- 
beries, court-martials and dismissals. of 
officers, defalcations 
and 
peculations, 
duplications of pay accounts, prison and 
guard house sentences of enlisted meii, 
desertions, venereal diseases and insan- 
ity are. due to the use of, alcoholic bev- 
erages." 


There is certainly no place in our army 
or navy for stron.i drink. 
Its ravaging 
effects upon men mid women in. every 
walk of life at last appear to be realized. 
The future is bright with promise that 
soon our country will be released from 
further bondage to its evil power.- .

Thought, feeling, imagina- 
tion, skill, 
floAv doAvm from "the deep 
chambers of the artist's soul to the 
chisel's edge. 
The sculptor stnd the 
chisel are not two- but'one. 
It is the 
unit Avhich they make that carves the 
stone.

We are but the chisel's to carve God's 
statues in this Avorld. 
Unquestionably 
we must do the Avork. Our hands must 
touch men's lives and save them. 
Our 
lips must Hspeak thé Avords that shall 
convict sinners of their sins, point. peni- 
lént ones to the Lamb of God, coittfort 
the sorroAvfid, put hope into the-hearts 
of the tempted, the struggling and" the 
Aveary toilers.

The vasciilar system is 
exercised to ,a remarkable extent by '- 
these temperature changes In the twen- 
ty-minute bath, though -the changes are . 
so gradual that there is no sudden 
shock. They report that oxidation proc- 
epses are promoted, heat production is .

The Impression 
that 
tuberculosis 
prevails chiefly in the cities is an un- 
founded ¿elusion. 
It is quite natural 
I^hat such an impression should pre- 
vail, for we are accustomed to asso- 
ciate with country living, an abund- 
ance of pur© fresh air, plenty of room 
indoors, and an unconstrained observ- 
ance of the laws of health. 
But the 
actual conditions are found to be so 
often at variance with this Ideal, as 
to 
compel 
even the 
mort 
zealous 
advocates of country living to admit 
that the mere fact of one's living in 


the country is no security gainst cpn- 
trfcting the ' dlseaisft. 
Indeed actual 
figures show thát in many country; 
districte the mortalliy ttom consump- 
tion is far gieater than In the large 
cities. 


As tuberculous Is caused by a germ 
or seed sown by men/ It clearly re- 
mains 
that 
if 
title seed-sowing 
is 
stopped aifd measures are taken to 
prevent the germination of sée^ís 
ready sown, thát the spread of this

can

prevented, 
and that It can, within a reasonable 
period, be banished from the land, 
just as yellow fever has been banished 
from regions once looked upon as its 
permanent, heaven-ordatoed 
habitat. 
One would think that thé harrowing 
spectacle of 1900 of our people dying 
every week of the year, as a result of 
our careless seed-sowing, would kindle 
In every breast a determination to 
stop it- 
But such a result can be 
secured only by such cooperation on 
th^ part of the public with patients 
and their families as involves the 
sacrifice of much money, on the one 
hand, and of much affectionate senti- 
ment and some "liberty" on the other. 
It depeds lai^ely on the answer miade 
to the question:

RT7BBBÏR PLANTS» 


The rubber p l ^ t Is perhaps the 
most used home plant and It justly de- 
serves its popularity as it stands con- 
finement 
in rooms better than any 
other. 
They do best in sandiy loam 
with a little leaf soil, and should 
have sm^l pots in coniparlson with 
the size of the plants. 
The only care 
which they nped ijs plenty of sprink- 
ling with clear water to .^eeP 
pores of the leaves open.

leaves yellow. ' When this happens, it 
IiB well to stop watering for a while. 
Se sure, however, to keep the leaves 
ci'^n.

INOCTILATING AUFALVA 
ITEL1>S. 


Alfalfa fields may be inoculated with 
soil taken to a depth of from 4 to 6 
inches h-om |fin alfalfa or sweet clo- 
ver fl^d where the plants are known 
to be inoculated, at the rate of about 
200 pounds per acre. 
It Is Well to 
avoid exposing the soil to the sunlight 
for any considerable length of time. 
Part of this soil may be sifted and 
from 10 to 20 ppunds mixed thorough- 
ly with the seed for each acre. 


The seed should be slightly moist- 
ened before mixing and the mtxtiire 
shoveled 
over frequently until 
dry 
"enough to sow. The fiiie soil particles 
and the bacteria cling to the seeds 
and are ieady to begin work as soon 
as th© plants start growth. 
The re- 
maining soil may be scattered broad- 
cast at seedhig time and harrowed In 
immediateli'.

PRUNE THE GRAPES. 


If allowed to go unpruned. grrapes 
are likely to be ill-shaped and unde- 
sirable.

four-arm system, the fan systeth. or 
to any other; the principles of prun- 
ing are the sam 
In doing this work, 
it is important to remember that the 
buds which produce the crop this 
year should be chosen from the' canes 
a year old, growing on two-year-old 
arms. 
Generally from thirty to forty 
buds or "eyes," distributed over four 
or five canes, may be saved, but this 
depends upon the vlgpr of the vine. 
Never save water sprouts or canes 
growing directly 
from 
wood 
more 
than two years old, as these do not 
produce fruit: 
Buds for renewal may 
be secured by choosing a cane located 
at the base of one left for bearing 
fruit and cutting It back to a spur of 
three to four btids or "eyes."

on the market, but new remedies aT;® 
hot always the best. 


The following Is a rather old-faah- 
loned remedy but it has stood th« 
test of time, than which no bett^ 
recommehdatloh could be given. 


Crude cotton seed oil or fish oil and 
pine ;tar mixed, about two parts pi 
the former to one of the latter. 
Th« 
two mix readily and are very easily 
applied to the animals at mUktog 
tiine by means of a large paljit brual^ 
Applied in this manner it takes but 
about half a minute to a cow, making 
the cost of the application but a email 
matter. 


As many as 350 head at a tlmt 
have been treated with crude cotton 
seed oil and tar In this maimer, uiilng 
four gallons of the oil and less thaii 
two gallons of the pine tar, the cattl« 
being rendered almost Immune froin 
the flies. 


The late Professor J, B. Smith re- 
ported success from the use ot fin« 
tobacco dust in the hair of the back 
and wherever it would lodge. 
Ha 
claimed that tobacco dust is fatal to 
the horn fly if this Insect stays long 
enough to bite the back of an animal 
where the dust has been scattered. It 
is also claimed for tobacco dust that It 
is a good repellant for the stable fly. 


Horn flies get their name on ac- 
count of their habit of clustering at 
the base of the horns of cattle. Tbi?y 
in 
ho way Injure this 
organ 
but 
choose It as a safe resting place when 
npt engaged in biting. 
These flies

in manure

THE STOREROOM IN THE HOME 


By M. H. ABEIi 


The storeroom for food may be the 
tiny 'closet of the flat dweller in a 
city or the cellar of the village or 
farm house. 
In the last case it often 
has a commercial as well as a house- 
hold' value, since it keeps fruits and 
vegeta-bles in good 
condition 
until 
marketed, as well as until they are 
needed for the home table; but in 
any ^ase, it should be dry, clean, and 
regularly aired. 
It may be well to 
describe a cellar that is badly built 
and carelessly kept, in order to see 
what should be exactly opposite con- 
ditions. ' 


Such a cellar may be dug in wet 
gr'Ound, without sufRcient drainage of 
the'BUbsdIl; it may even be in contact 
with ' open sewers or drains, which 
have been proved In certain cases to 
contain specific organisms capable of 
producing disease. 
In many cases the 
. cellar- bxillt against an earth wall is 
nbt protected from dampness by a 
layer of moisture-proof cement, and 
• the water may stand in drops on its 
surface. 
Again, it may be dug to 
suth an extent below the surface of 
tli^ ground that the windows are 
wholly Inadequate for lighting and 
. .VOTtilatlon. 
^: 
may have an earthen floor, or 
one of badly matched boards impossi- 
• ,'bi^ to keep clean, 
^t will probably 
h ^ d a musty odor, proof positive that 
J^'mold plants are there and ready to 
, at^ck any fruit and vegetables stored 
; ott-its shelves or in its dirty bins. 
If, 
^addition to this faulty construction, 
4^:11X0 cellar is badly kept, bits of rotting 
;'( !fir;ii>it and A^eg^e^bles being left about, 
Un^l only will these conditions favor 
the spoiling of food, but they may 
iiPtwe injurious to the health of the 
'-fatiilly living above stairs. 
- •' ^ cellar that meets modern require- 
must be dug In ^oun'd that is 
-Weil-dralned, either naturally or by 
' 
^.>^};l,rtlflcial means. 
It must be remem- 
that a cellar Is not, first of all, 
i.'.itorerobm. 
It Is an essential part 


of a well planned house, especially 
necessary in our northern states, in 
helping to keep an equable tempera- 
ture, and If its walls "and floors are 
what they should be it prevents damp- 
ness and ground air from rising into 
the house. 


If the house is set close to the 
ground the cellar windows must be 
wide enough to compensate for their 
lack of height, and must be set oppo- 
site each other In order to insure 
good draft. A method that is some- 
times used is to dig out a space in 
front of a window, making a little 
area which, laid In either brick or 
•stone, may be whitewashed and reflect 
light into the cellar; It alsp allows 
of sinking the ce'lar window deeper 
and oètalnlng better ventilation. 


The walls and floors of the cellar 
should be constructed of cement to 
iseep out moisture, and the walls and 
ceilings should be whitewashed twice 
a year. 
Even if a cellar is kept very 
clean, the earthy smell of vegetables 
that arises from it when It Is well 
stocked is not agreeable—another rea- 
son for good ventilation and frequent 
airing. A separate room may be par- 
titioned off from the cellar in one 
comer for storage purposes. 


This can then be kept darker than 
one would wish to keep the rest of 
the cellar. 
Such a room must, of 
course, be aired now and then. 
In 
this storage room should be placed a 
movable safe with wire netting sides 
and 
a swlng;ing shelf; 
and 
broad 
shelves should be built high enough 
so that barrels niay be stored under 
them. 


The writer once saw in Holland a 
cellar that met every possible require- 
ment of hygiene. The floors and side 
walls wei-e of closely matched tiles 
laid in (.,.:nent, making it as tight as 
a dish and as eaisily cleaned. 
It was 
not large, but Its wall space \wa8 so 
utilized that it furnished ample stor- 
age facilities for a larfee restaurant.

FOOD REQUIREMENTS OF THE HEN 


By J. S. JEFFREY 


The hen needs food to sustain life; 
to buUd up, develop, and repair waste 
tissues; and to supply heat and energy 
for the proper functioning of the body. 
"What Is fed alpoye these needs goes 
to the production of meat or eggs. 
The cpmpositlon of the hen's t)bdy 
will vary with her condition, hut may 
bó said to contain about 55 per cent 
water, 22 per cent protein, 17 per 
cent fat, and 4 per cent ash. 
An egg 
contains about 66 per cent waffer, 12 
per cent protein, 10 per cent fat, and 
12 per cent ash. 
Of the ash, pmçti-, 
cally ali but about one per cent Is 
frorii the shell. 


A glance ' at these figures show? 
one the importance of a pléhtlful 
supply of liui'e fresh water! Water Is 
not food, but without water food is 
of no use to the fowl. 
Animals as 
well as plants must have their fopd 
In solution before they can use it. 
"When thé food Is digested it js taken 
up by the blood, which 
circulates 
through the body, nourishing and re- 
plenishing it. 
Next to water, protein 
is the food element found In the larg- 
est ¿mount, both in the hen and in 
the egg. 
This element bullda up the 
body and repairs thè waste tlssuesj 
Protein, although the principal nutri- 
ent used for a tissue builder, can also 
be used to take the place of carbohy- 
drates and fat If t^ese are not suffi- 
ciently supplied in the ration. 
It is 
not economy, however, to have this 
take place, as the protein is more 
eJcpenslvè than thè 
tìarbohydrates 
or 
fat. 


Carbohydrates, v/hlch are princi- 
pally starches, sugars, organic acids 
and pentosans, are us,ed to produce 
heat and energy. 
They are thé fuel 
and are very necessary in tbe iatlcin 
a,nd form the liprgesi; part of lit. Fats 
have, to a great extëht, thè same

function ais carbohydrates. 
Fats act 
as a storehouse for surplus suppìtét 
pn Which the fowl can draw when iiec- 
essary.

)rganization.

The company, whose bureaus are in 
N^ew York city, is composed of men 
(vho have come to the conclusion that 
an enterprise which is co-operative in 
nature can handle exceptionally fine 
farm products in New York citj' to its 
Dwa advantage, as well as to the ad- 
vantage of the residents of the city. 
The men who are engaged in the project 


arc not farmers in the strict sense of 
the term, although most of them are 
large owners of farms and are familiar 
with all the details of the specialized 
fanning which is practised 
on 
their 
estates. Indeed, they have become prac- 
tical farmers, although they are all city 
men, bankers, brokers, &c., who have 
given up their business in the city or 
who have added to it the business of 
running a farm according to strictly 
modern ideas, which include the proper 
method of marketing, as well as of pro- 
ducing delicious eggs, dairy foods and 
vegetables. 


When these men decided that they 
would be practical farmers most of 
their friends laughed at them and pre- 
dicted a speedy abandonment of the 
quixotic notion. 


Mr. Courtney Punderford, the presi- 
dent of the company, was one of the men 
whose adoption of farming as a profes- 
sion aroused speculation and merriment 
among his friends, but no possible belief 
in the success of the experiment. 
Mr. 
Puuderford, a Yale graduate, had before 
him the example of his father's career 
in Wall street. All the family precedents 
and the influence of his friends pointed 
in this direction also. 


"I love the cows and chickens," his 
friends sang derisively, and they prophe- 
sied a speedy return to the well worn 
paths of finance. 


Nevertheless Mr Punderford 
began 
work on his farm, known as the Mon- 
mouth Farm, at Freneau", N. J. 


Since then the success of this great 
chicken ranch has come to be so widely 
acknowledged that when the new enter- 
prise was organized Mr. Punderford was 
asked to head it. 


Mr. Fisk, the treasurer of the com- 
pany, formerly of Haryey Fisk & Sons, 
bankers, found his health depressed by 
close application to business a few years 
ago and i-esolved to join the back to the 
farm movement on his own account. The 
old family farm at Wilburtha, N. J., 
was waiting patiently for one of the 
descendants of the original owners to get 
tired of the life in town and look after 
its development. 
The farm has been in 
the family of Mr. Fisk'e mother ever 
since before tlie Revolutionary War, and 
is as beautiful as it is useful. This farm 
also was turned into a great chicken farm, 
with every modern equipment for raising 
birds and eggs for the New York market, 
and Mr. Fisk found that keeping up to 
the demands of up-to-date chickens in 
the matter of housing, feeding, inspec- 
tion, &c., constituted a life qnlte suf- 
ficiently active to drive away both bore- 
dom and dull care. 


Mr. JRufus Delafield, a resident of New 
York and a member of fashionable so- 
ciety, also became enamoured of the life 
of tie farm and has for some years con- 
ducted a highly successful chicken farm 
at South Plainfield, N. J. 


The other men who are most actively 
concerned in the co-operative farm com- 
pany are Mr. J. C. Kringle, a broker, 
who is the vice president of the company ; 
Mr. Esmond P. O'Brien, son of Judge 
Morgan-J. O'Brien, who is secretary of. 
thé company; Mr. Phoenix ' Ingraham, 
lawyer; Mr. Cyril Grimmins, son of Mr. 
John J. Grimmins, who has a farm in 
Connecticut;

Although eggs and chickens are ths 
principal product handled by the com- 
pany, butter, vegetables, fruit and spe- 
cial preserves and pickles, honey and 
maple siigar also , will be handled. 
The 
comparfy has a capital of $25,000, and 
any one who has farm produce to sell 
and who wishes to take stock may do so 
provided his farm is properly conducted 
and its output comes up to the very 
high standard set by the directors. 
The 
company will handle the produce of 
persons who are not stockholders if after 
examination by inspectors the grade of 
the product and, the conditions under 
which it is produced are satisfactory. 
When not a stockholder the farmer is 
paid the market rate less the necessary 
percentage for handling. 


Every egg sold by the company is the 
product of the hen industry of the day 
before. 
No egg is kept over night. 
At 
the end of the'day all eggs which have 
not been sold are disposed of either to 
the soda water fountains or to the bakers. 


All eggs which are offered for sale by 
the company are put through the third 
degree, first at the farm before they are 
sent out at all and then later in the base- 
ment of the company's central depot, 
where men who are expert in the art of 
egg inspection examine each one before it 
is promoted to the honor of a place in 
the egg baskets in the shop. 
The com- 
pany , also sends out inspectors to visit 
all the farms which contribute eggs, Jjut- 
ter or other produce to 666 that all stock 
is properly cared for, properly housed, 
fed, &c. 


It is a singular fact that the eggs which 
arrive at the head Jepot are spotlMsij 
cleaft and never ^ave to be washed off 
before liiaiiig put on show. Whether this

!s'because the hens which lay these eggs 
are of the very best families and have 
been properly trained for their work in 
life or whether it is due entirely to the 
care exercised at the farms where the 
eggs are packed for market it is not pos- 
sible to say. 


About thirty farms are now contribu- 
ting to the company, the majority of 
.these being stockholders. 
In addition to 
the depot on Fifty-ninth street, several 
branch depots have been opened in the 
upper part of New York so that shop- 
ping at the depots will be easy for the 
housewives in any section. 


The farmer's wife and daughter, as 
well as the farmer himself, a;re to have a 
share in the doings of the company. Any 
woman who lives on a farm and who has 
some special recipe for preserves, jellies, 
condiments or pickles which she wishes 
to exploit through the New York mar- 
kets will have an opportunity to do so 
throiigh the company. 
If her preserves 
and pickles are well made and pure even 
a few Jars of it will be taken care of by 
the company, 


"lliere is e big demand for this sort 


of thing in-New York," said Mr, Fisk, 
"as well as for certified fresh eggs, pure 
butter and vegetables of whose fresh- 
ness there can be no doubt. 
We mean 
to bring the producer and the consumer 
closer. together. 
We wish to command 
reasonable prices but not 
exorbitant 
ones to meet the popular demand for 
strictly fresh eggs and to establish a 
reputation and protect our patrons by 
certifying as to our equipment, methods, 
products and delivery." 


In addition to its maio interest, which 
will be that of supplying patrons with 
certified products, the company intends 
to do everytliing in its power to assist 
would-be farmers who wish to send their 
products to the New York market .Jo 
get a proper start., They will purchase 
for the owner all supplies necessary for 
starting a poultry farm, dairy, farm, 
market farm, ¿c.; -will give advice to 
the . prospective 
farmer 
on 
location, 
crops, breeds, &c., and will a,gree to 
handle the products of the farmer, pro- 
vided, of course, they are up to grade. 
The idea of the members of the company 
in taking up this branch of work is bas"-' 


oji the iact that so many persona whir 
have tried chicken farming and othefl 
ventures of a like nature have gone into 
the field Avithout sufficient knowledge 
and have been mulcted by unscrupulous 
dealers, who took advantage of their en- 
thusiasm and lack of information to load 
them down with poor breeding stock, 
improper equipment, &c.

They would appear to be endeavoring to overrun the whole northern and west- 
ern Belgium. At the same time they would seem to be drawing closer to thg 
French frontier. 


Southeast of Brussels they are investing the fortified city of Namtir, on 


the Meuse. 


It is reported from Antwerp that the Germans will not continue to oc- 


cupy Brussels, contenting themselves merely with marching through the city. 
This determination, however, may be altered by the attitude of the city treas- 
urer of Brussels, who is quoted as saying he will never pay over $40,000,000 de- 
manded by the Germans as a war tax. 


The concentration of the Belgian army before Antwerp is said to have been 


accomplished in good order and the morale of the Belgian troops is reported to 
be unimpaired. 
While German patrols are close to Antwerp, no strong de-

It is said that shipments of beer arc 


received regularly by certain men who 
always vote "dry" in ihc local option 
elections. 
Some uneasiness has been 


caused by an intimation that the police 
department intends to publish the name* 
of all persons to whom shipments of 
beer have been made within the last 
thirty days. 


Kokomo will have another local option

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Making Goods at Home 


The National Association of Manufacturers, which 


found itself the target for a goutl deal of popular disfavor 
during the disclosure of lobbying activities by Colonel 
EMulhall somewhat more than u year ago. should be 
promptly voted a halo fora new work it has undertaken 
with much vigor since the outbreak of the Knropean war. 
This endeavor comprises an educational campaign to pro- 
vide and popularize American-made substitutes in till 
lines of manufacture for the commodities which have 
heretofore been very largely imported. More power to 
it! The opportunity is one which should not be neglected, 
and its possibilities seem not only attractive, but give 
every indication of permanency. 


The N. A. M. has begun by the collection of statistics 


Ion all lines of imported goods, the possibility of making 
the identical goods in this country or of at least making 
acceptable substitutes. .It is already shown that in many 
lines, the bulk of which comes from abroad, small begin- 
nings have already been made in this country, and war's 
Stoppage of imports should open an avenue for tremend- 
ous development in many manufacturing lines in the 
United States. As specific instances may be cited the toy 
industry, embroidery cotton, manganese for steel-making, 
dyes and kindred lines, the bulk of which have for many 
ft'ears come from European sources. Doubtless there are 
many others in which investigation will show magnificent 
.possibilities for development, under American skill and 
Ingenuity. 


That there is to some extent a crax.e for imported 


;wares in this country, under the assumption, real or fan- 
cied, that they are superior in (|iiality, is apparent to all 
•who are at all familiar with trade conditions. That de- 
mand, however, will speedily give way before a demonstra- 
tion that American manufacturers can and will produce a 
satisfactory equivalent. The manufacturers' association 
has now addressed itself to a job worth while.

clerical work. From the grime of the 
shop to the bathtub, from overalls to 
white flannels, is a transition that takes 
place in as short a time as possible .and 
tin sounds "thirty-flf," fifteen love" and 
"deuce" am comforting to the ears after 
thi: clanging of hammers and the hissing 
of steam. 


Ten Municipal Courts. 


Fort Wayim hax ten municipally con- 


trolled tennis courts, four of them in 
Swinncy park, two in Weisser park and 
une each in Lakeside, Lawton, Foster 
and one in what is known as the. East 
Side adidtion, which is composed of the 
land at the south approach 
of the 


Coombs 
street bridge, and which is 


sought by the park board for a play- 
ground for residents of the eastern por- 
tion of the city. 


In addition to this, there aro six 


courts on playgrounds controlled by the 
school hoard, making a total of sixteen 
under city supervision. ''We could very 
easily use sixteen more if we had the 
places for them," said Secretary Charles 
,1. Steiss, of the park hoard, "us the peo- 
ple really fight for the permits and we 
linve a hard time accommodating the 
public." 


^Two-Hour Periods. 


The permits for the courts cover pe- 


riods of two hours each, beginning at 
ft o'clock in the morning and closing at 
7 in the evening, and eliminating the 
hf.ur from 12 to 1. 


A Sentinel representative made 
a 


round of the city courts in a day and 
found every one of them occupied, and 
usually by players without 
permits. 


The reason for this is that people who 
secure the. use of the courts do not al- 
ways take advantage of the privile.-je 
and there are many open hours that are 
ttikcn up by the players who can not get 
5n on the distribution. 


A aeries of photograph taken shows 


toys, girls, babies, one prominent min- 
ister, beginners aud all kinds of people 
engaged in the sport, and there is in 
thr collection u girl of probably 14, who 
had her tennis racquet, u hall und her 
lunch packed in a box and was prepared 
to stay until she got a. court. 


There was the chance that some one 


with a permit would ask her to join in 
a game, or that some one with one would 
not claim the court, and she was bunk- 
ing on these probabilities and staying 
right in the park just us long as there 
was a chance. 


Give Little Trouble. 


Secretary Stcisa says that the hoard 


has had little trouble occasioned by re- 
fusal to honor permits. 
Just once re- 


course to the, police has been forced 
upon the board, and 
now 
and 
then 


trouble arises, but it is not serious as 
:L general thing and it is settled with 
little difficulty and not a great deal of 
ill feeling. 


Tn addition to the city courts, there 


are private ones scattered over the en- 
tire city, and just exactly how many 
there are is a difficult matter to calcu- 
late. 


Various 
athletic organizations havo 


their courts, country homes and city 
homes with sufficient ground are equip- 
ped with courts and there has beer. 
the most wonderful growth of the game 
or rather most wonderful revival, with- 
in the last few years. 


Dealers in tenniH euipment Are reap- 


ing a rich harvest this season through* 
the side of raquets. balls, nets and other 
accessories of the game, and the sport 
promises to stay. 


Mot a "Sissy Game." 


Three or four years ago tennis was 


considered what the 
average 
youth 


would call a "sissy game." Don't enter- 
tain the idea for a minute that this is 
the 'case. A set at tennqis will supply 
just about as much violent exercise as 
anybody could ask. 
Tt requires also a 


lot of skill and is interesting from the 
spectators' point of view. 


With Fort Wayne a tournament cen- 


tor, plenty of courts and plenty of en- 
thusiasm, it ought to he an easy matter 
to arrange a big contest among the 
players of the city. 


Somehow it is difficult to get the 


players to consent to 
play 
in 
city 


matches and more difficult to got them 
to play after they have consented, and 
for this reason there is little chance to 


arrive at any idea of the proficiency of 
the rank and file of Fort Wayne tc,nni» 
phiyers. 


Tennis is described in the 
eneyelo* 


podins as perhaps the oldest of all bait 
games. 
There is no certain way of 


speaking «f its origin, but it sprung 
from some very simple game.

men at the auction block! They say that 
we have made organized baseball Into 
condition of slavery. an<I regard a man 
only by what he can be sold for—that we 
have ceased to view baseball as a sport, 
and look on it as a hopper, grinding ball 
players into mere articles of merchandise. 
They have painted the men behind or- 
ganized baseball In deep black colors and 
the time has come when, for .the sake of 
the game, and in the interest of fair play 
and. true sport, the real facts should bo 
made known. 


"It was In 1911 that my relations 


Marsans began. I want to say at the out- 
set that he is a good ball player, a very 
good ball player, in fact. 
Indeed, my 


statement of the steady increases in sal- 
ary we have given him is alone sufficient 
to show the high value we attach to him. 
The situation which has now developed 
does not reflect in any xvay on Mr, Mar- 
sans' ability.

that Mr. MArsann WHS clearly violating 
his contract, assured that our rontonUon 
was entirely legal.

club, and for no other party during the 
period of this contract (unless with the 
written consent of the club) huch duties 
portalninff to the- •xhlhttiou of the game 
of baseball as m.iy be required or him 
by said club, at such reasonable times 
and places tut said club may designate.' 


"Duriruir tho waKon of 1913 more than 


$500.000 was spent hy tho National and 
American leagues in the purchase and 
drafting of play«r«. This money was dls- 
trihxited through forty minor leagues. In 
the case of teams of the two higher 
classes of th« mioors, only one playtir can 
be drafted by the larger organizations 
each season. 
Thin insures that the half 


million dollars expended last geaunn was 
very evenly distributed over the country. 
Tt la said tnat even if this is HO the money 
goes not to the player, who has been de- 
veloped, but to the club owner, who uellu 
him as he would a chattel slave. How 
many of the players stop to connider that, 
if this system were not in practice there 
would be no opportunity for development, 
no system of advancement in short, no 
organized baseball at all? It. is a proven 
fact that practically none of the smaller 
ball clubs are able to make expenses from 
gate receipts. They are supported in the 
main by donations from the business men 
of their communities "who are interested 
either in the game or who feel it ifl a 
business aid to promote olvic loyalty in 
the town. 
The only chanoe of a profit 


for the small club Is In the development 
and sale of an untried player. The club, 
it must be understood, agrees to pay the 
player his salary and expenses regardless 
of whether It win» or lose* during the 
season. If there U a lois it does not 
come out of the pockets of the player, 
not a dollar of it. And in nine cases out 
of ten, the apprenticeship of th« minor 
league 
player 
amounts to a 
virtual 


•choollnft, given to him not onlv free of 
charge, but for which h» Is paid a good 
salary. 


"I am well satisfied to leave the whole 


matter to the American public's sense of 
fair play. I have presented the situation 
as frankly as I know how, and I am con- 
tent to leave the answer to any jury, de- 
ciding the situation on its merits."

and upou discovering their mistiiu- 


tbo boy was released. 
But they duly 


notified Casscse that such an error could 
not occur a second time. 
Then cainu 


threats against (he life of Casscae a<ul 
his wife and baby, and to accentuate 
these the theatre owner was fired nc sev- 
eral times by agents o£ the Hlack Hand, 
who waylitid him as he was leaving his 
theatre late at night. It would have been 
.111 ertsy matter to kill him outright, but 
the Illack Handers wanted the money, 
and this they intended to get, iu no mat- 
ter what fashion. 


In all the communications addressed 


to Cassese he was warned against com- 
municating with the police. --"If you do 
the life of your child will bo the forfeit," 
was the concluding sentence of each of 
these highly ornate epistles, for not only 
was the smudgy imprint of the Black 
Hand prominently displayed on the sta- 
tionery, but the skull and crossboncs ap-. 
pearcd ns well, 


Immediately after the kidnapping inci- 


dent Cassese was told to wrap $1,000 In 
bills of small denomination in a news- 
paper and go to Canal street and tba 
lion-cry, where n twelve-year-old boy 
would greet him with a pleasant "good 
morning." 
He was then to hand the 


boy the package of money and disappear 
ns speedily-as possible. 
If he failed to 


comply with this demand he would soon 
he shot to death, added the writer, and 
the wife and baby as well would be killed. 


On the advice of Detective Micelli, 


Cassese wrapped sutue money in a news- 
paper and started for the trysting place. 
Micclli and other detectives, disguised ns 
pushcart men, were near by scrutinizing 
Cassese and all who loitered near or 
passed. 
Evidently the cunning black- 


mailers bad learned through Bomo of 


leaving the theatre a man halted bin . 
saying, "How about that boss of yours? 
When is he coining across with that 
5J.OQOV' Tell him we mean business. 


The employe seized the man, but a blow 


on his head from tlie butt of a revolver 
stretched him on the sidewalk and hU 
assailant fled. The police were acquaint- 
ed with the identity of this man, but he 
managed to prove an alibi when arrested 
and arraigned. 


Three months after this cpisod 


many letters coming to Cassese in the 
interim—his buHinesg was wiped out by 
a firebrand that nearly cost the live* 
of Cassesc and his wife and child. 
Cassese fqll asleep early that uijfht, hav- 
ing been worn out by tho many nighta 
of vigil spent at his window with a gun 
resting in hie lap. Ho had fully de- 
termined to shoot at any suspicious per- 
son he might see approaching the theatre 
aft»r he had closed it for the night. 


While standing in the foyer of his 


little theatre early that evening tlie 
sight of two men whispering together 
led him to believe that an attack wai 
to be made upon him that night. Wfcsa 
he closed tho theatre he took the night's 
receipts of $125 to hin wife on tho third 
floor and told her he had business down- 
town -which might detain him several 
hours. He urged her to quiet the baby 
and get to psleep as »oon as sho could. 
Cassese then descended to tho theatre 
and with a shotgun resting in his lap 
took up his vigil in a seat near the 
Grand street entrance. 


For two hours he was awake and 


alert. 
Then, overcome with weariness, 


he dropped .to sleep. Shortly after four

o'clock a policeman passing sair flaroel 
flaring from tue rear of the theatre. A« 
he rapped on the door Cassese ivat 
aroused iu time to see the whole of the 
stage afire. A bomb had becfl tossed in 
a rear -window. Evidently it was de- 
factive, for instead of exploding it sput- 
tered fire, which ignited the inflammable 
material about the rear of the theatre, 
and before the firemen could arrive the 
whole structure was-a furnace. 


Cassese's first thought -was for his 


•wife and babj. He -was nearly frantic 
when he found all approach to tho uppei 
floors had been cut off, as the stairway 
was ablaze and portions of it already had 
fallen in. 
The firemen hod seen tin 


frantic mother with her baby in her amis 
ns she stood at a third floor window. 
This glimpse of the mother they got at 
they came speeding through Grand 
street Mrs. Cassesc then climbed oul 
to the fire escape and those below im- 
plored her to descend to the street. Nont 
could understand why she failed to.do 
BO. Closer examination showed that tha 
drop ladder leading from the second to 
the first floor had eilhcr been wired fast 
*to the landing above, or clso bolted so 
that all escape by this means was im- 
possible. The flames were billowing out 
of the second story window, literally 
scorching the face of the terror stricken 
mother, when the firemen by means of 
pealing bidden* renchctl her and carried 
her and the child to the Btrecr. 


Casscsn had resisted the Black Hand 


lo the bitter end, to find that the threat* 
of the blackmailers had been made good. 
Ho had lost all his possessions.

In one of the many Isttcn 
Hpinella received bo had been ordered U 
deliver u package of money at a barber 
shop kept by otic Abagninli, in Easl 
Fourteenth gtrcer. Two detectives, dis- 
guised, were being shaved in the sho| 
when the messenger bearing the marked 
bills arrived. 
When tho money wm 


handed over the" detectives leaped from 
their chairs and arrested every ono ia 
the shop. 


A« the detectivtvi wero leaving th« 


premises -with their prisoners they nan 
approaching a young man who, t.hcj 
learned later, win Giuseppe Or.iini, t 
close friend of Ahagninli. Pctrosino dis- 
covered thnt Orslni had been Paying 
ardent court to Maria Ahagninli, a sister 
of the harper. Orsini was shadowed foi 
a long time, but the detectives were un- 
able to connect him with the band o£ ex- 
tortioners. 


Orslni continued his attentions to 


Maria and on November 113, 1!)10, h« 
took her lo the City Hull and procured 
a marriage license. That afternoon a 
mock ceremony was performed and Or- 
sini and "his bride" -went to live at No. 
856 East Twelfth street. They lived to- 


I together for several weeks, when Orsiui 
| deserted the girl and legally married 


Louisa Vnllardi. Maria then returned 
to her ol j home, at No. 210 First avenue. 


One afternoon Maria Iny In wait foi 


Orsini in East Twelfth street, and as he 
arrived at the entrance-to No. 314 Maria 
stepped from behind the stoop and fired 
three shots into Oreini's body. 
Sho 


dropped her pistol and calmly walked to 
her rooms in Firat avenue, where she 
prepared and ate her supper and sat 
quietly' awaiting tho police. There the 
detectives found her, and without tha 
least hesitation the girl admitted the 
shooting. As it was thought Orsini WHS 
dyingj the girl was taken to his bed- 
side iu the hospital, so. that the victim 
might identify his assailant. 


As the girl approached the bedside 


Orsini coolly looked at her p.u«l turninj 
to the police said:—"Why did you bring 
this woman here? She did not shoot me 
and had nothing to do with it." 


JIaria was astounded at this and'ad-

tobacco dust In the hair of the ha^lc 
and wherever it would lodge.

claimed that tobacco dust la fatal to 
the horn fly If this Insect stays Ion* 
enough to bite tho back of an animal 
where the dust has been scat.te.red. It 
Is also claimed for tobucro dust that It 
Is a Hood repellant for the stable fly. 


Horn files get their name on ac- 


count of their habit of clustering at 
the base of the horns of rattla. Thsy 
In no way Injure this organ 
but 


choose It as a safe resting place when 
not engaged 
In biting. 
These flies 


lay their eggs 
In 
manure freshly 


dropped by the animals they attack. 
Moist 
weather, 
by conserving 
the 


moisture of the droppings, is con- 
ducive to the Increase of this pest; 
le-nce, a wet sujnme-r will producs 
more flies than a very dry summer.

The storeroom for food may he tho 


tiny closet, of thn

city or tho cellar of thn village or 
farm house. 
In tho last case It often 


has a commercial as well as a house- 
hold value, since It keeps fruits and 
vegetables 
In good 
condition 
until 


marketed. M well ns until they are 
needed for the home, table: hut In 
nny case, It should b« riry. clean, and 
regularly aired. 
It may he well to 


describe a cellar thnt Is badly built 
and carelessly kept. In ordr-r to son 
what should bo exactly opposite con- 
ditions. 


Such n. cellar may he dug In wet 


ground, without sufficient drainage of 
thn subsoil; it may even be In contact 
with open sewers or drains, which 
have been proved In cerlaln ras.'n to 
contain specific organisms i-apablo of 
producing disease. In many cases the, 
cellar built agaJnst an earth wall is 
not protected from dampness by a 
layer of moisture-proof cement, and 
the water may aland In drops on its 
surface. 
Again, ft may be dug to 


such an extent helow the surface of 
the ground that thn windows aro 
wholly Inadequate for lighting and 
ventilation. 


It may hnve an earthen floor, or 


one of badly matched hoards Impossi- 
ble to keep clean. 
It will probably 


have a musty odor, proof positive that 
mold plants are there and ready to 
attack any fruit and vegetable* stored 
on Its shelves or In Its dirty bins. If, 
In addition to this faulty construction. 
the cellar Is badly kept, bits of rotting 
fruit and vegetables being left about, 
not only will these conditions favor 
the spoiling of food, but they may 
prove injurious to thn health of the 
family living above stairs. 


A cellar that meets modern require- 


ments must be dug In ground that Is 
well-drained, either naturally or hy 
artificial means. 
It must bo remem- 


bered that a cellar is not, first of all, 
a storeroom.

If tho housn Is set close to the 


ground tho cellar windows must ba 
wide enough to compensate, for their 
lack of height, nnd must he set oppo- 
site each other In order to Insure 
good draft. 
A method thnt is some- 


times used Is to dig out a space in 
front of a window, making a llttlo 
area which, laid In either brick or 
slona, may bo white-washed and refloet 
light into thn cellar; It also allows 
of sinking the ce'lar window deeper 
and obtaining better ventilation. 


The walls and floors of the cellar 


should bo constructed of cement to 
keep out moisture, nnd the. walls and 
ceilings should bo whitewashed twlcn 
a year. 
Kven if a cellar Is kept very 


clean, the earthy smell of vegetables 
that arises from It when It Is well 
stocked Is not agreeable—another rea- 
son for good ventilation nnrt frequent 
airing. A separate room may he. par- 
tltionad off from the cellar In one 
corner for stora&o purposes. 


This can then he kept darker !han 


ono would wish to keep the, rest of 
the, cellar. 
Such a room must, of 


course, be, nlrnd now nnd then. 
In 


this storage room should ho placed a 
movable safo with wire netting sfdca 
and 
a swinging shelf; nnd broad 


shelves should hfl built high enough 
so thnt barrels may bo stored under 
them.

cellar thnt met every possihls require- 
ment of hygiene.

to build up. develop, and -repair waste 
tissues; and to supply heat and energy 
for the proper functioning of the body. 
What Is fed above these needs goes 
to the production of meat or egg*. 
The composition of the hen's body 


j will vary with her condition, but may 
be said to contain about 55 per cent 
water. 22 per cent protein. 17 per 
cent fat, and 4 per cent ash. 
An egg 


contains about 66 per cent water, 12 
per cent protein, 10 per cent fat. and 
12 per cent ash. 
Of the Mh. practi- 


cally all but about one per cent Is 
from the shell. 


A glance at these figures shows 


one the 
importance of a 
plentiful 


supply of pure fresh water. Water is 
not food, but without water food Is 
of no use to the fowl. 
Animals as 


well as plants must have their food 
In solution before they can use It. 
When the food is digested It is taken 
up by the blood, which 
circulates 


through the body, nourishing and re- 
plenishing It. Next to water, protein 
Is the food element found In tho larg- 
est amount, both in the hen and In 
tho egg.

reckoned. 
• Putting an hour old egg dramas is not, 
5f course, the main 'business of the farm 
>rganization. 


The company, whose bureaus nre in 


New York city, is composer! of men 
who havo come to the conclusion that 
in enterprise which is co-operative in 
nature can handle exceptionally fine 
farm products in New York city to its 
r>Tvn advantage, as well as to the ad- 
vantage of the residents of the city. 
The men who are engaged in the project 


an: not farmers in the -strict sense of 
the term, although most of them arc 
large owners of farms and arc familiar 
with all the details of tin; specialised 
fanning 
which is practised ou their 


estates. Indeed, they have beronic- prac- 
tical farmers, although they arc all city 
ini-n, bnnkiv-s, brokers, &r.r who have 
given up their business in the oily or 
who havo added to it the business of 
running a farm according to strictly 
modern ideas, which include the proper 
method of marketing, as well as of pro- 
ducing delicious eggs, dairy foods and 
vcgctablas. 


When these men decided that they 


would be practical fanners most of 
their friends laughed at them and pre- 
dicted a speedy abandonment of the 
quixotic notion. 


Mr. Courtney Pundcrford, the presi- 


dent of the company, was one of the men 
whose adoption of fanning ns a profes- 
sion aroused speculation and merriment 
among his friends, but no possible belief 
in the success of the experiment. 
Mr, 


ruuderford, a Yale graduate, had before 
him the example of Jiis father's career 
in Wall street.

Mr. Jtufus Dclafleld, a resident of New 


York and a member of fashionable so- 
ciety, also became enamoured of the life 
of the farm and has for sonic years con- 
ducted a highly successful chicken farm 
at South riaintield, N. J.
